rain-storm which prevailed Saturday and 
Sunday caused a tremendous land-slide on 
tbe bluff facing tho Union depot, which 
threatened to work incalculable Injury to 
tho property :dong Bluff street for a dis- 
tance of three and a half squares. For 
3,500 feet tho entire IjlnE.' appears to havo 
been pushed forward by BOinc irresistible 
agency, the force of which canned Jbnu- 
dt-cds of tons of rock and earth to slide 
down tho steep hillside. For several hours 
previous to tho landslide a peculiar enap- 
jiing nois'j proceeded from tho face of tho 
blr.tr, and this was followed by a crash 
which startled tho whole city." Tons of 
earth and huge bowlders had crashed down, 
completely demolishing 'the frame engine- 
house at tho entrance of tho Eighth 
street cable line Lnnnol. Along the face 
of the bluff, about half way from tho base 
to the top, is a ledge about thirty feet In 
width on which ore a number of shanties 
and cottages occupied by colored people.

Quo huge bowlder as largo ss a. houso 
foil midway of tho bluff, biit lodged before 
reaching the bottom and now hanga sus- 
pended, threatening danger to all who DOES 
bolow. Tho Fiftli street cable lino passes 
under this impending mass, and should tho 
laud slide any farther this portion of tho 
road would be entirely destroyed. What
